A permanent increase of 20 cents 
in the city tax rate and increase in 
school apportionment to one-third of 
all city revenues was agreed upon 
‘Tuesday as the board of education’s 
solution for the school finance prob- 
lem, The increases are recommended 
te go into effect for this year. The 
board plan provides for popular ret- 
erendum vote “not earlier than Sep- 
tember 10.” 

The special charter revision com- 
mittee of the school board, in session 
Tuesday afternoon, authorized Presi- 
dent John T. Hancock to submit the 
plan to the council charter revision 
committee in special session at 8 
o'clock this afternoon as the board's 
substitute for the Gaines dan which 
was declared uncanstitutional by the 
city attorney. 

The Inman proposal for a special 
tax of 30 cents for this year only, as 
adopted by city council Monday, was 
roundly condemned by board mem- 
bers at the meeting as a veiled blow 
at the school board. President Han- 
cock declared that the clause provid- 
ing that the money be expended by 
mayor and general council was in- 
tended to take the schools entirely out 
of the control of the board. He said 
that the people would not vote a 30- 
cent increase when 20 cents would 
suffice and that August 27, the date 
of the special election, was too early 
to permit a full expression of the 
wishes of the voters, as many voters 
would be out of the city then. 

Must Be Approved. —

Railroad and Agricultural

Washington, June 3.—Congress will 
zc home at the end of this week, leav- 
ing farm relief and railroad legisla- 
tion in the pot, to simmer until the 
next session. _ 

The decision was sealed Tuesday by 
action of the senate in voting adjourn- 
ment Saturday, 53 to 36, despité the 
clamor for continuation of the session, 
and a vigorotis fight led by Senator 
La Follette, of Wisconsin, insurgent 
leader, to defeat passage of the ad- 
journment resolution. 

La Follette was joined in his move 
to prolong the session by several west- 
ern republicans and a sprinkling of 
democrats, beside the insurgent group, 
gaining more support than had been 
expected. His resolution providing a 
recess from June 7 until July 7, and 
a resolution by Senator Frazier, of 
North Dakota, republican, extending 
the date of adjournment until June 
21, were both killed before the house 
resolution for adjournment June 7, 
was passed. | 

Farm Bill Killed. 

This defeat suffered by those seek- 
ivg further legislation at this session 
came almost simultaneously with an- 
other in the house, where the McNary- 
Haugen agricultural bill, a farm bloc 
measure, was killed, 224 to 154. This 
adds to the setback of “hg progres- 
sives Monday, when R.yresentative 
Barkley, of Kentucky, democrat, with- 
drew his bill abolishing the railroad 
ia bor board. These two defeats kill all 
hepe of either farm relief or agricul- 
tural legislation at this session.

Politicians Speculating 
On What Course He Will 
Take During the Repub- 
lican Convention.

Washington, June 3.—La Follette’s 
running is now hardly spoken of with 
an “if.” He has given such assur: 
ances to friends, has authorized such 
actions on the part of his supporters, 
that to refrain from running would in- 
jure his prestige both with his sup- 
porters and with the broader public. 
Assuming the decisidén is made, we 
shall see some interesting politics 
during the next four weeks. La Fol- 
lette has a world of problems immedi- 
ately ahead of him; and the two old 
parties, in turn, have some problems 
of their own, involved in just how 
La Eollette solves his. The La Fol- 
lette situation, the complexities it 
gives rise to, can only be stated as 
problems until we see what he does 
about the republican convention next 
weck, what the republican conven- 
tion does about him; and then what 
the democratic convention does. 

First of all, how will La Follette 
act at the coming republican conven- 
tion? Will he bolt at some stage of 
it? Or will he sit through it? If 
he sits through the republican con- 
vention and later runs as a third can- 
didate, how will the country take his 
action as a matter of good sports- 
manship? Good sportmanship may 
seem a trivial point of view from 
which to judge an important politi- 
cal action—but good sportsmanship 
counts in the emotions of the Amer- 
ican voter.

To Show Hillers Insane.

Mondell Now Mentioned. 


While both Lowden and Hoover 
have been mentioned in connection 
wth the vice presidency for several 
days, the name of Mondell was 
brought out inte the open Tuesday 
shortly after his appointment as per- 
manent chairman of the republican 
national convention was announced 
by William M,. Butler, republican 
national committeeman from Massa- 
chusetts and manager of Coolidge’s 
national preconvention campaign. 

It was hinted that Mondell’s con- 
vention appointment was for the pur- 
pose of placing him im the limelight 
where he could easily be found by 
Mr. Butler “when it comes time to 
pick a vice presidential nominee of 
President. Coolidge’s liking.” 

The three men mentioned as lead- 
ing candidates for the vice ,wesiden- 
tial nomination are from the west.

a stronger position to be a third can- 
didate than if he sits through to the 
end of the convention. 

If Ia Follette runs, how will the 
country look upon him? Will it see 
him merely as a man angered by de- 
feated personal ambition? Or will it 
look upon him as the sincere leader 
of a set of beliefs accepted by a con- 


siderable number of voters? Will the 
country look upon his candidacy as 
merely a spare tire to the democratic 
candidate? If it does a natural re- 
action of human sentiment will be to 
make the republicans more loyal and 
energetic. On the other hand, will 
the people look on La Follette’s can- 
didacy as an opportunity to vote their 
disgust with both old parties? If 
La Follette can manage the delicate 
public psychology of the next four 
weeks so as to seem to offer an op- 
portunity for the expression of dis- 
gust—if he gets the votes of every- 
body who is disgusted with the old 
parties, he might readily get a third 
of the votes of the country. 
Not Against Coolidge. 

But will the country see it that 
way? It is true that many repub- 
licans are disgusted with their party. 
But that disguist is directed specifi- 
cally against the republican house and 
senate and their leaders, Lodge and 
the others. It is not directed against 
Coolidge. On the contrary, the coun- 
try differentiates between the repub- 
lican congress and the republican 
president. ‘The disgust of republican 
voters toward Lodge and the senate 
and the honse expresses itself in imn- 
creased loyalty to. Coolidge. Repub- 
lican voters might readily lump La 
Follette with the senate and house as 
the oMject of their disgust, and get 
more solidly behind Coolidge. 

Another group of factors strongly 
affecting La Follette’s probable action 
and his chances hangs about the 
democratic convention. If the demo- 
erats nominate McAdoo, much of La 
Follette’s hope will fade away over- 
night. The nomination of McAdoo 
might cause La Follette to refrain | 
from running. The nomination by 
the democrats of any other strong 
progressive or radical might have the 
same effect. 

Not that La Follette loves McAdoo. 
On the contrary, the typical La Fol- 
lette leaders, like Brookhart and Ken- 
you, disapprove McAdoo strongly, ¢s- 
pecially since the revelation of Mc- 
Adoo’s employment by large business 
interests. But on the other hand, 
railroad labor, the labor unions “gen- 
erally, and many of the radicals and 
progressives, whom La Follette now 
counts on, would be so completely sat- 
isfied with McAdoo as the democratic 
candidate, that they would desert La 
Follette and leave him with no 
strength except his nermal radical 
and progressive republican strength. 

May Cut Small Figure. 

Will La Follette impress himself 
on the country as a real candida‘e 
with a real chance of success? [If 
he can not, if the country regards 
him as merely a third candidate far 
in the rear of the other two, La Fol- 
lette won't get as much as 3 per cent 
of the total vote. American voters 
tend to look upon an election as a 
sporting event, and want to line up 
with a possible winner. As the cam- 
paign develops, everybody will tend 
to take sides with one of the two 
leading candidates and La Follette 
will cut little more figure than the 
prohibition party candidate or the 
socialist. 

Who will"La Follette get to be his 
local workers, organizers, and spel!l- 
binders in the states and districts? 
Any man who comes out publicly for 
La Follette will forever cut himself 
off from the two old parties, and mus: 
practically give up hope of ever hold- 
ing office. There are few men who 
have the temperament and zeal to be 
active in politics without hope of suc- 
cess or ultimate personal reward.

“Wetbelieve the decision of con- 
gress in refusing justice to agricul- 
ture is dictated more by misunder- 
standing of the underlying causes of 
present conditions than by a —cold- 
blooded purpose -of industrial and fi- 
nancial aggrandizement accomplished 
through the ruin of the farming in- 
dustry.”

Des Moines, Iowa, June 3.—Setia- 
tor Smith W. Brookhart was renomi-

Murtagh, of Waterloo, was nominated 
governor on the democratic ticket 
over Unsicker, of Mahaka 
county.

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‘ultural College Boosts 


_ Drive To Conquer Weevils 


Athens, Ga., June 3—(Special.) 
A drive is now being made by the 
State College of Agriculture, through 
county agents and specialists, to get 
farmers to poison the old wintered- 
over weevils before squares form, an4 
thus get rid of them before they lay 
eggs. 

President Andrew M. Sovle says 
that since cotton is late most of the 
old weevils will be out of winter 
quarters and on the cotton by the 
time squares appear and that poison 
applied previous to the appearance 
of squares would kill many of them 
before they find a place to lay eggs. 

Professor J, Phil Campbell, who has 
charge of county agent work, sent a 
letter to county agents June 1, call- 
ing upon them to put on county- 
Wide campaigns to promote early 
poisoning. 

In the letter he says: “Due to the 
lafeness of the season we ,have: not 
thought it opportune to wage a state- 
wide campaign until the week begin- 
ning June 9. You who have not al- 
ready covered your counties with 
schoolhouse and community meetings 
should do so then or soon thereafter. 
Let us make the fight for pre-square 
poisoning at this time. The papers 
and various organizations have prom- 
ised their support. 

“Early poisoning, advocated by the 
Georgia College of Agriculture and 


other agricultural colleges of the 
south, consists oi: one application of 
either liquid or dust poison immedi- 
ately preceding the appearance of 
the first squares, or before they are 
big enough to attract weevils, this 
to be followed by a second applica- 
tion in a week or ten days if weevils 
are still present. 

“Two applications are considered 
sufficient in en effort to kill the 
wintered-over weevils. The liquid 
mixture is to be used at the rate of 
one to two gallons an acre. If dust 
is used, it can be applied to the tops 
of the plants with machine or dust 


bag at the rate of two pounds an| 


acre. 

“For poisoning when the cotton 
stalks are large, calctum arsenate 
dust applied with suitable machines is 
advised. 

“Farmers are cautioned against go- 
ing to unnecessary expense by apply- 
ing poison where there are no weevils. 
More than one pre-square application 
is considered unnecessary and the sec- 
ond early poisoning can be made as 
described. 

“Many farmers in addition to poi- 
soning will gather any damage! 
squares they find for four weeks after 
squaring begins. This is considered 
a good extra precaution. The object 
of this is to get the eggs before they 
hatch out.”

FOR PAYING TAXES 


Washington, June 3.—Offiical di- 
rections were issued today by the 
treasury department covering .he proc- 
ess the taxpayer should go through in 


determining how he should pay his 
taxes under the new revenue bill. 

“If at the time you filed your fed- 
eral income tax return you paid t:ree- 
fourths of the amount of the tax re- 
ported, no further payments ~/il] be 
due,” the treasury said. 

“If at the time you filed your re- 
turn you paid one-half of the amount 
of tax reported, no payment will be 
due until September 15. 

“If at the time you filed your re- 
turn you paid only one-fourth of the 
amount ef tax reported, you must pay 
on or before June 15 one-half of the 
amount paid by you when you filed 
your return, ! 

“The main point to be borne in mind 
is that one-half of the tax due from 
you this year must have been naid on 
or before June 15. 

Refunds on Income Tax. 

“The usual notices have been is- 
sued by intern@l revenue collectors re- 
minding income taxpayers that the 
second installment of tax is due June 
15. Of special interest to taxpayers 
is the provision carried in the new 
revenue law to the effect that the tax 
of incomes received by individuals in 
the calendar year of 1923, will be re- 
duced by 25 per cent. This means 
that every individual who is subject to 
income tax will be relieved of  ‘ne- 
fourth of the tax liability which he re- 
ported on the return filed on or prior 
to March 15, or if the tax was paid 
in full that he will receive a refund 
of one-fourth of his payments. 

“Taxpayers who paid only une- 
fourth of their tax in March, however, 
should not make the mistake of think- 
ing they may take credit Zor the full 
25 per cent reduction at once and not 
pay anything when the second jinstall- 
ment comes due. The new law vro 
vides that the 25 per eent reduction 
shall be prorated over all four install- 
ments. For instance, if an individual] 
reported a tax of $100 on his return, 
he can consider that the new law has 
reduced his tax to $75. If he paid 
$25 or one-fourth of the amount re- 
ported when he filed his return, then 
he must pay $12.50 on or before June 
15. This amount, together with the 
$25 previously paid, will make up one- 
half of the $75. <A special way for e# 
taxpayer to arrive at the amount of 
his June payment is to remember that 
if his March payment was one-fourth 
of the amount shown on his return. 
his June payment will be just one-half 
of his March payment. The tax re- 
maining unpaid after June 15 may be 
paid in equal installments on .r | -fore 
September 15, and December 15, re- 
spectively. 

“A considerable number of tax- 
payers who are accustomed to pay- 
ing all their tax when they filed their 
returns anticipated the 25 per cent 
reduction, and this year paid oniy 
three-fourths of the amounts re- 
ported on their returns. This class 
of taxpayers will, of course, have

“In view of the fact that the tax 
notices were prepared prior to 
enactment of the new law, a_ tax- 
payer who paid three-fourths of the 
tax on filing his return may receive 
a notice from the collector advising 
of the amount assessed, amount paid, 
and the remaining balance, but in 
cases of this nature no further pay- 
ment is due. The payment made in 
June, plus the amount already paid, 
must equal one-half of the tota] tax 
due, after making the deduction of 25 
per cent. Likewise, the amount paid 
in September plus the amount pre- 
viously paid must equal _ three- 
fourths of the total tax liability after 
the deduction of 25 per cent has been 
taken. 
liability will be payable on or before 
December 15. 

“In cases where taxpayers paid the 
full amount of tax shown on their 


returns, refunds will be made of one- 


fourth of the amounts. It will not 
be necessary for claims to be filed. In 
fact _correspondence from taxpayers 
relative to such funds will probably 
serve to slow down the work of the 
collector in listing all the items and 
sending the necessary schedules to 
Washington in order that the checks 
may be drawn. The collector states 
that this work will be carried on as 
rapidly as it can be performed by his 
force of employees.”

That the bill, as passed, is not 
only far from perfegt put actually 
objectionable Im many of its fea- 
tures, is obvious to any student of 
“ revenue-producing measures who is 
not biased by party or political con- 


‘siderations. 
The bill as signed, however, does 


provide a general reduction of 25 
‘per cent in the 1923 federal income 
‘tax assessments, and this is most 
‘acceptable to the millions of Ameri- 
he ‘ean citizens who will either get re- 
“Hfund checks shortly, or cut their 
second installment in half. 


| The disposition of the members 


‘of congress who passed the bill was 
‘to force a continuation of high sur- 
taxes, and to carry to the masses 
ithe political appeal that the rich 
‘corporations have been kept prac- 
tically in the old schedule, whereas 
‘the men and women and businesses 
‘of moderate incomes have been 
‘given the benefit of the far greater 
| ‘pro rata reductions. 

The fact is this -argument 
wholly unsound, so much so that 
the federal-taxed people as a whole, 
those who pay to the government 
millions and those who pay but a 
few cents, will receive but little 


benefits, and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of people who are not federal 
taxed, the wages and salary earners 
with incomes so small that they are 
exempt, will continue to be directly 
taxed for the high surcharges that 
are to continue in large businesses 
and productivity. 

All taxes against any business that 
deals with the people, that pro- 
duces, either in a raw or finished 
state, what the people consume is 
passed on to the people. There is 
no dispute as to that. Taxes are a 
part of the overhead, and in figuring 
the expenses of operating a factory, 
to illustrate, that manufactures an 
article or commodity of popular de- 
mand, the price to carry a profit is 
fixed accordingly. Therefore, the 
consumer, who creates that popular 
demand, pays the taxes in every 
purchase of the article or commod- 
ity in question. Therefore high sur- 
taxes is a tax that is indirectly levied 
against 2nd paid by the masses. 

Again, the high surtax operates 
against the very purpose for which 
a tax measure is necessary — the 
raising of funds for the conduct of 
government and the payment of its 
outstanding war obligation. The 
government provides tax exempt se- 
curities. They are safe and profit- 
able for investment Capital, in- 
stead of going into productive in- 
yestment that will employ labor and 
build the welfare of the country, 
seeks tax exempt securities. There- 
by the government is deprived of 
hundrds of millions of dollars each 
year that would be turned into its 
treasury if the surtaxes were suf- 
ficiently low as to draw the money 
out of the tax exempts and employ 
it in business and industry. That 
is plain to everybody. 

But that is not the most depress- 
ing feature. While the money is 


is

President Coolidge’s position on 
| tax reduction is entirely sound, and 
while he signed the bill, as passed, 
which he should have done, it is 
not surprising that he issued, at the 
a statement severely 
criticizing some of its features. In 
this statement, among other things, 
he said: 

“With some $12,000,000,000 of tax- 
exempt securities now outstanding, 
and $1,000,000,000 of new issues each 
year, it is idle to propose high sur- 
taxes. A man with large inherited or 


accumulated capital is told he must 
pay one-half of his income to the gov- 


‘ernment if he invests it in productive 


business, but he is invited to be re- 
lieved of all tax by the simple ex- 
pedient of withdrawing from business 
and investing in tax-exempt securi- 
ties. This does not mean that wealth 
in existence is taxed; it is not. It 
escapes. It does mean, however, that 
initiative and new enterprises are 
throttled.” 


That statement 
The owner of large wealth is actual- 
ly invited, as the president says, to 
stay out of productivity, and to buy 
tax exempts, thereby paying to the 
government nothing, but enjoying 
the benefits of a profitable and safe 


investment, free from all carrying 
charges, It defeats the govern- 


ment’s one purpose, and causes a 
stagnation in industry, through 
which the country can not return to 
normalcy so long as such a situa- 


is unanswerable. 


tion exists. 
Again the president said: 


“While the inconsistency of high 
surtaxes existing side by side with a 
lawfully authorized means of avoid- 
ance is obvious, it is not simply 
through tax exemption that high sur- 
taxes are uneconomical. The experi- 
ence for the few years under high 
surtaxes shows the increasing failure 
of these taxes as a source of revenue. 
There are many means of escaping the 
tax, and with the settlement of con- 
ditions abroad, we may anticipate the 
movement of capital from this country 
to other parts of the world where in- 
come is not so penalized. Ways will 
always be found toe avoid taxation in- 
herently excessive. We are presented, 
then, with a plan of taxation which 
punishes energy and initiative and 
must decrease revenue, Such a plan 
will ultimately work harm to the 
country and should not be permitted 
to continue much longer. The cure 
does not lie in attacking the symp- 
toms by other unsound penalties worse 
than the disease itself, such as an un- 
disturbed surplus tax, but in correct- 
ing the cause. The remedy is such a 
reduction in the peak of the surtaxes 
as will attract capital to new enter- 
prises and prevent: the continual dim- 
inution of taxable income in the high- 
er brackets. In this way alone can 
high living costs, the indireet tax paid 
by all of the people, be reduced and 
the productivity of a graduated in- 
come tax maintained.” 


This statement is equally unan- 
swerable, and there is no impartial 
analyst of federal revenues that will 
not take the same position. 

Economic legislation of this -na- 
ture should not be subjected to the 
expediencies of politics. Such prob- 


lems should be worked out and 
solved for the best interests of all 
the people without reference to 
party lines. 


A DESERVED DEFEAT. 


The defeat in the house of rep- 
resentatives of the extremely radi- 
cal McNary-Haugen so-called ‘‘farm 
relief bill,”’ supported by leaders of 
the farm bloc, and prepared by the 
chairman of the senate and house 
agrioultural committees respectively, 
is oné of the most sensible actions 
taken by either branch of congress 
during the 68th session. 

The Constitution has repeatedly 
referred to the grave dangers that 
such a law as proposed would pre- 
cipitate, and to its socialistic tend- 
encies. The bill provided that the 
government should create from its 
treasury a corporation of $200,- 
000,000 cash capital, with authority 
to borrow a billion, for the pur- 
pose of buying certain-farm prod- 
ucts at fixed prices, selling them 
direct to traders dealing with con- 
sumers, in home and foreign mar- 
kets. 

The bill applied specifically to 
wheat and its products. It did not 
propose to reach any of the stand- 
ard farm products of the southern 
States. 

Even if it had included cotton, 
the south’s major product, we 
would have opposed it. It is not 
to the best interest of the farmers 
to destroy the market law of sup- 
ply and demand, and certainly it is 
not the function of the government 
to enter into the business of traf- 
ficking in commodity productions. 

Whether farm legislation can or 
cannot be passed before the quick- 
ly approaching adjournment is a 
small matter aS compared to the 
grave consequences that would re- 
sult from legislation that is radi-

The farmer needs 
better markets, mure- support for 
cooperation, a liberal foreign policy 
and a modified tariff. Legislation 
that seeks only to get him in debt

There is one other fact whieh I wish to 
register at this time. We have all been 
proud of the much vaunted “spirit of At- 
lanta,’” but while some of us have slept, 
this great spirit has grown from a purely 
commercial spirit into that great righteous 
spirit which looks after its children. 

Atlanta is quietly looking on while selfish- 
ness and greed are visualizing . themse! ves, 
and the few who do not care are separating 
from those who do care for the welfare of 
all the children and future citizens among

Demorest, Ga., June 3.- -The su- 
preme need in life is consciousness of 
‘“‘dynamic power,” and that »ower is 
liberated through personality, Dr. Kli- 
sha A. King, in an address, told the 
senior class of Piedmont college at 
commencement here today.

| HOMEWORK INTERFERES 


WITH STUDY. 

A schoolgirl, explaining a low mark 
in one subject, exclaimed: ““Why, the 
teacher gives us so much homework 
in that subject that by the time I 
yet it finished I’m so tired and sleepy 
that I can’t stay awake and study 
the subject—it’s time to go to bed.” 

She spoke the truth. ‘he subject 
was history, and the stint of “home- 
work” laboriously planned by _ the 
teacher involved as a rule the writing 
of long-winded essays or compositions 
ev historical or quasi-historical inci- 
dents or ‘myths gleaned from the en- 
cyclopedia or from questionable fic- 
tion. Of course the little girl had no 
time left for study, with so much 
hocus poous to write every night. Be- 
sides, she spent some five hours in 
school,-and that is plenty of time for 
any school girl to devote to study. 
Such spare time as she has out of 
school hours should be given to whole- 
some play, recreation, helping her 
iother—learning the rudiments of 
housekeeping—practicing _ her music 
or other accomplishments and living 
2 normal social life. To send her 
home from school every day with an 
armful of “homework” is an abuse 
of her health andia stultifying thing. 
And for the greater part, this “home- 
work” evil, if you will look into it 
carefully, is a sad waste of valuable 
time—the precious hours of childhood 
and youth—as this little girl I quote 
today unconsciously pointed out. It 
really interferes with a pupil’s proper 
study. | 

I have studied the thing in schools 
in many widely separated parts of 
the country, I have visited many high 
schools and discussed the matter with 
principals and teachers, I have re- 
ccived many letters from parents who 
are struggling with the question. The 
objection to “homework” so ingen- 
uously expressed by this little school 
cirl impresses me solely because of 
its hygienic significance. Indeed, I 
eondemn any and all “homework” 
which may be prescribed over and 
alove the regular five hours of school 
session purely on the ground that it 
is unhygienic, injurious to the youns 
pupil’s health. Some good physicians 
ray not think as IT do—lI’m_not a 
ccod physician,but if I would I could 
quote some striking evidence from 
modern medical authorities who in- 
directly condemn this very evil in 
their writings on the treatment of dis- 
ense conditions to which it. predis- 
noses the child. This is no clinic and 
I refrain from dragging in the dis- 
eoses. Even the mention of some of 
them would be suggestive to the chite 
who is already driven close to the 
borderline by the insane demands of 
unfit teachers. 

Unfit or incompetent school teach- 
ers, it seems to me from my view- 
point as a mere layman, are generally 
the most exacting homework hounds. 
They count on killing several minutes 
cf the daily class period by fussing 
over the homework stint—assigning 
the morrow’s dose anid scolding and 
stewing over the shirking of todav’s 
dose. This is a great help to ineffi- 
cient teachers—it he.¢x them to kill 
time which would of*erwise be a 
heavy strain on their iticapacity. Let 
me size up the staff of a given schoo? 
and TI can estimate the amount of 
“homework” in that school—it varies 
inversely as the ability of the staff. 
Or the thing ean he estimated by ob- 
serving the amount of cheating, trick- 
ery, subterfuge and riding of “ponies” 
amonz the nunils—these natural con- 
sequences of the homework evil like- 
wise’ vary inversely the pupil who 
ean put over the smoothest line of 
hokum gets the highest mark from 
the poor teacher.

A meeting of superior court judges 
of Georgia, to consider amendments 
and additions t» the rules of practice 
in the superior courts and inferior 
courts, exelusive of justice courts, 
will be held in Atlanta July 1, pur- 
suant to a call issued by Judge Z. A. 
Littlejohn, of Americus, dean of Geor- 
gia superior court judges. 

Under the law superior court 
judges are empowcred to meet at such 


times as it may appear needful to 
consider changes in the rules. of prac- 
tice in the superior, city and county 
courts. These rales are binding upon 
the conduct and methods of counsel 
in such courts and the general pro- 
cedure in the trial of cases therein, 
just as though they were enacted as 
law by the legislature, though no 
rules can be made which conflict with 
any statute governing practice in 
these courts, it is pointed vut. 

The last meeting of the superior 
court judges was at the state capitol 
in 1910, when the rule. now in force 
throughout the state, of allowing two 
hours to a side for argument of coun- 
scl to the jury in criminal cases, and 
ene hour to a side in civil cases, was 
promulgated. This rule is operative 
+subject to the discretion given judges 


time, but no shorter period can be 
enforced. 

_ While the rules apply also to all 
inferior courts, except justice courts. 
they are promuigated only by the su- 
perior court judges, it is said.

IN GEORGIA IN 1923 


Dr. W. A. Davis, director of the 
bureau of vital statistics of the state 


board of health, on Tuesday gave out 
figures on the death rate in Georgia 
during 1923. 

These figures cover all deaths for 
which death certificates were filed. 
During the year there were filed 37,- 
394 death certificates, of which 19,232 
were for white and 18,152 for negro 
deaths, while 10 records were incom- 
plete as to sex or race. 

These figures show an increase over 
1922 of 2,388 deaths, while there was 
an increage in 1922 of 2,566 over 
1921, “eets increase, however, prob- 
ably im to the more thorough en- 
forcement of the law by local regis- 
trarg of births and deaths, rather 
than indicating any increase in the 
death rate of the state, it was pointed 
o 


ut. 

Of the 37,394 deaths, 8.6 per cent 
were stillborn as compared with 9 
per cent in 1922 and in 1921. Among 
the white in 1923 the stillborn com- 
posed 7.6 per cent and among the 
negroes 9.8 per cent of the total 
deaths. 

Deaths On Increase. 

Exclusive of stillbirths, the 34.143 
deaths indicate a rate for the state 
of 12.1 deaths per 1,000 population. 
The rate for the white population 
was 9.9 and for the negro 16.1. In 
1922, for the total population, the 
rate was 11.4, for the white 9.4, and 
the negroes 15.0. The year 19223

ate today. It recommended acceptance 
'of Ford's bill, condemned government 
operation under the Norris bill and 
assailed the majority report as con- 
taining exaggerated objections to the 
manufacturer's offer. 

Ford Is Defended. 

The report defended Ford's unwil- 
lingenss: to come under the federal 
weter power act, around which the 
main fight against acceptance has cén- 
tered, on the grounds that the Ford 
hid applies to am entirely different 
f-rm of enterprise from those which 
the federal water power act is intend- 
ed to cover. 

“To ask Mr. Ford to come under 
the federal waterpower act wonld be 
equivalent to asking him to invest 
$50,000,000 or more in an enterprise 
to be controlled by three political ap- 
pointees sitting here in Washington,” 
the report said. 

“We contend that Mr. Ford and 
his company are regulated in the pub- 
lic interest under the terms of his 
proposal to a far greater degree than 
is any license under the _ federal 
waterpower act.

Montezuma, Ga., June 3.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-The body of Robert Maynard, 
negro taxi driver, of Montezuma, who 
has been missing since Friday, and 
whose abandoned car was found by 
the Alabama authorities in Opelika 
Saturday, was found today in a 
swamp near Hog Crawl creek about 
six miles from Montezuma. His face 
was mutilated beyond recognition, but 
clothing was identified as that of 
Maynard. 

His disappearance was first known 
when Alabama authorities notified 
local police of the abandoned car 
there after whch it was reported that 
Maynard left here Thursday with a 
passenger for Columbus. 

His wife has been arrested and is 
being held pending investigation. 


COOLIDGE TO CALL 
GOVERNORS’ MEET 
TO DISCUSS TAXES 


Washington, June 3.—Prior to re- 
newing his fight for tax reform at 
the next session of congress in Decem- 
ber, President Coolidge will summon 


a conference of state governors and 
administrative officials to discuss cor- 
relation of state and federal taxation. 
In his statement commenting on the 
new tax law, the president said that 
when the new per cent maximum 
state tax is added to the inheritance 
levies of many states, the effect will 
be virtually confiscation of capital. 
Many states now have their own ‘in- 
come taxes, so that the amount of 
taxation carried in the federal law 
represents only a portion of the-bur- 
den placed upon the taxpayer. 
President Coolidge will call this 
conference to meet here, probably in 
November, following the elections. 
This will give ample time in which 
to include suggestions of the confer-

This re- 
port stated that General Averescu had 
90,000 troops at his disposal.

CHANGES URGED 


Washington, June 3.—Opposing con- 
solidation of the war and navy depart- 
ments, the joint congressional commit- 
tee on reorganization of executive de- 


partments in a report submitted today 
recommended establishment of a new 
department of education and _ relief. 

Concentrated in the new department 
would be the agencies which now per- 
form work in the fields of public 
health, education and the caré of vet- 
erans, including the veterans’ bureau 
and the public health service. 

The commission recommended the 
transfer to the commerce department 
of the bureau of mines and patent of- 
fice, now in the interior department, 
the lake survey office and the inland 
and coastwise waterways service, now 
under the war department, and the na- 
tional advisory committee for uaero- 
nautics. 

A bureau of transportation in the 
commerce department, removal of the 
budget bureau from the treasury de- 
partment to an independent bureau di- 
rectly under the control of the presi- 
dent and creation of a bureau of pur- 
chase and supply were recommended. 

The interior department would be 
divided into two divisions, under the 
proposed changes, one to have admin-: 
istration of the public domain and the 
other public engineering works. All 
functions not connected with these di- 
visions would be removed from ‘he de- 
partment. 


DENIES KLAN FUNDS 
WENT FOR MAYFIELD 


Washington, June 3.—A flat denial] 
that any of the funds collected by the 
Ku Klux Klan in Dallas, ‘vexas, for 


political purposes during 1922 went 
to help the election of Senator May- 
field, democrat, Texas, was .nade to- 
day before a senate committee by F. 
G. Van Valkenburg, who claimed chief 
responsibility for the expendityre as 
chairman of the klan’s finance com- 
mittee, 

Charges of extensive klan financial 
support for Marfield have been made 
by George E. B. Peddy, who is con- 
testimg the senator's election. 

All of the money he handled in con- 
ne¢tion with the campaign, the wit- 
néss said, went into a local fight and 
“not one cent to the state campaign.” 
He told of refusing to give -oney to 
“the gentlemen in charge of Senator 
Mayfield’s campaign,” though they 
asked it repeatedly. 

As a sidelight on the situation, 
counsel for Mayfield got Van Valken- 
burg to say that he had been sum- 
moned to Washington in behalf of Ped- 
dy, but that his testimony was not 
desired by the Peddy interests. 

The witness also said he had had a 
conversation with Luther Niekels. 
Peddy's attorney, in which the latter 
said it was proposed to délay a sen- 
ate vote on the contest until “afte:

Give Lives 


Belleville, I1l., June 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Dr. CC. Leroy 
Meisinger, federal meteorologist, and 
First Lieutenant James T. Neely, air 
pilot, whose mangled bodies and 
charred balloon were found near Be- 
ment, Ill., today, sacrificed their lives 
for the advancement of science, Scott 
Field officials declared tonight. 

The ill-fated flight. of the army bal- 
loon S-3, starting from Scott Field 
late yesterday, was to have been the 
ninth and final in a series of weather 
observation trips which began March 
31. . Lieutenant Neely was the pilot 
for Dr. Meisinger except on the first 
trip. The two had been friends for 
years. 

The observations were directed by 
the weather bureau at Washington 
and were said to have been the most 
comprehensive of their kind ever at- 
tempted. Weather forecasting, par- 
ticularly in predicting storm move- 
ments, was expected to be aided by 
the data collected. The plan was to 
pilot a free balloon to a given air level 
and there drift with the wind cur- 
— wherever they might take the 

ag. 

Among other observations, Dr. 
Meisinger was taking contents of dust 
particles in air at various elevations, 
from which, it was believed, deduc- 
tions could be made as to cloud for- 
mation. 

A telegram was received from Dr. 
Meisinger’s paernts at Lincoln, Neb., 
late today asking that his body be 
sent there. Lieutenant Neely’s father 
is expected to arrive from Philadel- 
phia tomorrow afterraoon. Both men 
were veterans of the world war.

Cool Weather Blamed 
* For Georgia Cotton 
Condition Figure | 


The correspondents of the Georgia 
Cooperative Crop Reporting service, 
reporting a condition of 68 per cent 
normal, indicate the cotton crop on 
May 25 to be somewhat better than 
last year, but still very much below 


last year was 65 per cent, 
7l per cent; in 3921, 63 per 
and the ten-year average, @2 per cent. 

The comparatively poor condition 
of the crop at this time is due large- 
ly to the effect of cool, unseasonable 
weather during April and May, to- 
gether with a planting season from 
ene to three weeks late, says the re- 
port. Such conditions have made it 
very difficult to get and maintain A 
stand, and retarded growth to such 
an extent that the plant has been 
able to make very little 
Warm, dry weather is badly needed, 
it continues. 

Stands in South Georgia are 
te good, although the plante growth 
has been greatly retarded by cool 
vena ot 
especially 
des. of lice and of cotton dying. A 
majority of the counties in South 
Georgia were much later than usual 
getting a stand and getting it chop- 
ped. : 

On crop report date cotton = in 
the northern part of the state was 
‘not up to a stand, although planting 
waa very nearly completed. With a 
few exceptions. planting is nearer 
completion in the northern half of the 
stute than is was at 
year, due to more favorable weather 
for preparat 
and May. Except for a group of 
about fifteen counties on the western 
side of the state and a few other 
spotted areas. the condition figures 
reported in the*northern half of the 
state are above those of last year. 
Recent heavy rains and hail have 
damaged stande in some places. 

A larger percentage of the growers 
are using fertilizer this year, and 
there is an increase of 10 per cent 
in the amount used per acre. _ 

Reports indicate that weevils are 
not as numerous as at this time last 
vear, a favorable indication, 
offset by the extreme lateness of the 
erop. The damage this pest might 
do is largely contingent upon the 
amount and distribution of rainfall 
during the next three months.

New. York, June 3.—Conditions in 
| the oil industry and the action of 
petroleum stocks listed on the New 
'York stock exchange and outside 


markets centinue to attract much at- 
tention in stock market circles, be- 
cause usually at this season the oil 
stocks enjoy a boom. Stock market 
speculators of late have given more 
attention to production figures and 
not enough to the trend of consump- 
tion, according to loca] trade leaders. 
Cnsumption is running about 20 per 
cent ahead of last year, while crude 
production is below a year ago. 

Output in the southern California 
fields last week registered another 
decline and it is expected that a fur- 
ther falling off in production may be 
expected in that and other fields. 
This reduction, however, will—be off- 
set by larger output in the Midcon- 
tinent and other fields where active 
drilling campaigns have been under- 
taken. But, on the whole, producers 
look .for no larger increase in output 
for the country as a whole. In the 
meantime rapid expansion in con- 
sumption 1s expected from now until 
October 1 and this will mean heavy 
drawing upon surplus stocks, accord- 
ing to opinion of Standard officials: 
Favorable weather over the recent 
holidays in the greater part of the 
east, according to a statement made 
today, resulted in record-breaking gas- 
oline cosumption for the closing week 
of May. 

Directors of the Mack Trucks, Inc., 
were scheduled to meet today for div- 
idend action. The meeting, however, 
has been postponed until June 5. Re- 
cent rumors circulated about the dis- 
trict that National Enameling and 
Stamping was contemplating new 
financing were flatly denied by the 
company today. Company says busi- 
ness 1s as good as eould be expected 
under existing conditions and regard- 
ing preferred dividend,. attention is 
called to the fact that this dividend 
has been declared for the full year of 
The demand for copper continues on 
a moderate scale and prices remain 
around the low levels for the current 
year to date. Sales of the metal con- 
tinue of the hand-to-mouth character 
and as a result of the absence of buy- 
ing for future needs no hardening of 
prices is looked for. Charles Hayden,

WORLD COURT STAND 
DEFENDED BY PEPPER 


Washington, June 3.—President 
Coolidge’s Memorial day attack on the 
senate world court plan was answered 
in a radio talk Tuesday night by Sen- 
ator Pepper, of Pennsylvania, author 
of the proposal approved by the for- 
eign relations committee. 

Coolidge, attacking the senate plan 
for divorcing the world court from 
the League of Nations, opposed it as 
impractical. 

“When you are told that we are 
asking other nations to make too 
many concessions to useand that they 
will not accept our terms,” Pepper 
enid in reply, “remember two things: 
1. That we are proposing to back the 
court for no selfish reason of our own 
and therefore that we have both a 
duty and a right to specify on what 
terms we are willing to help. 2. That 
our first duty is not to make terms 
acceptable to other nations, but to 
keep America free from embarrassinz 
international relationships.” 

He said senate republicans are eager 
to work out a solution under the pres- 
ident’s leadershin, but that the greatest 
peace asset in the world is the uncov- 
enanted, uncommitted and untram- 
meled free will of the American peo- 
ple.

Washington, June 3.—Selection of 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, as permanent chairman of the 
democratic national convention was 
urged in a statement here today by 
George Brennan, of Illinois. 
Referring to Senator Walsh’s conduct 
ef the senate oil committee’s investi- 
gation, Mr. Brennan said it seemed to 
him that “aside from geographical rea- 
sons, the distinguished reco-d made by 
Senator Walsh in disclosing to the 
country scandals without parallel in 
the history of the nation, should make 
the selection of Senator Walsh inevita- 
ble under all the circumstances.”
